Fire  burns  near  Old  Faithful

ARK,  Wyo.  —  Fire-spitting'  heli- 
i,‘opters  were  dispatched  to  Yellow¬ 
stone  National  Park  on  Tuesday  to 
lelp  protect  the  Old  Faithful  geyser 
(i'om  a  5,500-acre  blaze,  part  of  the 
vorst  series  of  fires  in  the  park  in 
learly  a  century. 

Almost  1,000  firefighters  were 
laimmoned  to  the  scene,  but  officials 
iiad  not  decided,  as  of  midday  Tues¬ 
day,  whether  to  actively  fight  the 
ire,  one  of  a  dozen  burning  in  the 
oldest  national  joark. 

The  fires  have  charred  more  than 
:)2,400  acres  of  Yellowstone’s  2.2 
hillion  acres.  One  fire,  the  31,500- 
icre  Clover  Mist  on  the  eastern 
‘dge  of  Yellowstone,  made  two 
umps  into  Shoshone  National 
•’orest. 

Interior  Secretary  Donald  Model 
iiade  plans  to  tour  Yellowstone  by 
lelicopter  Wednesday  to  get  a  first- 
iiand  view  of  the  devastation. 

Winds  were  pushing  the  Old 
’aithful  fire  northeast  of  the  geyser 
omplex,  but  fire  managers  decided 
■s  a  safeguard  to  call  in  “heli- 
lorches”  that  can  spew  a  napalm- 
ike  substance  into  the  forest  to 
start  backfires. 

The  fire,  which  started  Friday  in 
he  adjacent  Targhee  National 
:’orest  in  Idaho,  burned  roughly  10 
ifiiles  west  of  Old  Faithful,  and 
bout  10-15  miles  south  of  Madison 
unction,  said  Fire  Information  Of- 
icer  Bruce  Fox. 

Even  if  they  can  turn  the  fire 
lore  to  the  north,  officials  said  they 
idn’t  believe  firefighters  could  ever 
ouse  the  flames. 

'  “These  fires  are  going  to  burn  un- 
il  the  weather  puts  them  out,”  said 
'ox. 

.  A  fire  camp  was  established  13 
files  north  of  Old  h'aithful  in  an 
pen  field,  where  resting  firefight- 
rs  relaxed  in  tents  or  simply 
tretched  out  on  the  gi'ound.

'aithful  picking  the  area  clean  of 
owned  trees,  piles  of  firewood, 
wigs  and  pine  needles  that  could

down,”  he  said.  “If  all  else  fails,  we’ll 
backfire  Old  Faithful.” 

Unusually  hot  and  dry  conditions 
this  summer  have  left  Yellowstone 
and  the  I'est  of  northwestern  Wyo¬ 
ming  tinder-box  dry. 

“The  last  time  they  had  this  much 


fire  in  the  park  was  in  the  late  ISOOs,” 
said  Incident  Commander  Larry 
Caplinger.  “The  fuel  conditions,  and 
the  weather  conditions,  lend  them¬ 
selves  to  extreme  fire  potential. 

“The  outlook  is  we  probably  got  at 
least  three  long  months  of  fire  season 


ahead  of  us  in  this  part  of  the  coun¬ 
try,”  he  added.  “We  could  be  in  for 
the  beginning  of  the  siege  of  ’88.  ” 
Although  no  closures  of  services 
or  accommodations  had  been  or¬ 
dered,  park  visitors  were  told  clo¬ 
sures  may  eventually  be  necessary. 


Cease-fire  talks 
continue  in  Gulf

BAGHDAD,  Iraq  —  Iranian 
rebels  based  in  li’aq  claimed  Tuesday 
their  forces  drove  more  than  (10  miles 
into  Iran,  and  the  Iranians  said  their 
soldiers  had  killed  more  than  1,000  of 
the  “counterrevolutionary  elements.” 

A  seven-member  U.N.  team  ar¬ 
rived  in  Tehran  to  work  out  details  of 
a  cease-fire  in  the  nearly  8-year-old 
war,  which  both  sides  have  offered  to 
accept,  and  Iraq  said  it  was  with¬ 
drawing  its  troops  from  Iranian  terri¬ 
tory.

In  Washington,  State  Deijartment 
spokesman  Charles  Redman  urged 
both  sides  to  exercise  restraint  and 
stop  ]jursuing  the  war. 

Also  on  Tuesday.  Hashemi  Rafsan- 
jani,  speaker  of  Parliament  and 
armed  forces  commander-in-chief  in 
Iran,  said  his  country  will  use  its  in¬ 
fluence  to  try  to  free  American 
hostages  held  in  Lebanon  if  Washing¬ 
ton  releases  Iranian  assets  frozen  in 
the  United  States.

Tai’iq  Aziz,  the  Iraqi  foreign  minis¬ 
ter  flew  to  New  York  on  Tuesday  for 
similar  discussions  with  Perez  de 
Cuellar.  The  resolution  calls  for  a 
cease-fire,  withdrawal  to  recognized 
borders,  prisoner  exchange,  peace 
negotiations  and  an  investigation  to 
determine  which  side  started  the 
war.

its  fighters  were 
advancing  on  Bakhtaran,  a  provincial 
capital,  and  had  “liberated  hundreds 
of  villages.”

Monday  and  rebel  units  had  oveiTun 
the  cities  of  Karand,  about  40  miles 
inside  Iran,  and  Eslamabad,  20  miles 
farther. 

The  rebel  spokesman  also  claimed 
the  Mujahedeen  Khalq’s  fighting 
force,  called  the  National  Liberation 
Army,  destroyed  the  27th  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Guards  unit  based  between 
Eslamabad  and  Bakhtaran,  90  miles 
inside  Iran.

FCC  endorses  Nielson's  idea

Fhe  FCC  concluded  Wednesday 
it  the  public  interest  w'ould  be  bet- 
served  by  allowing  telephone  com- 
lies  to  provide  cable  television  ser- 
e,  an  idea  proposed  to  Congi-ess  by 
jlson,  according  to  Nielson’s  Leg- 
itive  Director  Marcia  F’ord. 
i^ielson,  a  member  of  the  House 
ecommunications  and  Finance 
Dcommittee,  introduced  H.R. 
15,  the  Cable  Competition  Act, 
:ich  would  lift  the  cable-telephone 
j,  :ss  ow-nership  ban  first  imposed  by 
i  I  FCC  in  1970. 

II  They  voted  on  the  resolution;  they 
iipted  the  position.  The  FCC  is  the 
lond  government  agency  to  en- 
■se  the  idea.  The  National 
ecommunication  and  Information 
ministration,  the  agency  that  ad- 
es  the  president  on  telecommuni- 
lion  issues  and  handles  government 
ned  telecommunications,  did  (en- 
fsed  the  resolution)  a  couple  of 
nths  ago,”  said  Ford.

“The  proposal  was  adopted  by  the 
Commission  with  some  intended 
changes.” 

Ford  said  the  changes  deal  with  the 
FCC’s  concerns  about  iirotecting 
both  the  cable  and  telephone  indus¬ 
try. 

The  telephone  company  owns  the 
poles  w'hich  the  cable  company  uses. 

According  to  Ford,  the  majority  of 
the  intended  changes  by  the  FCC  to 
the  proposed  legislation  will  insure 
that  both  sides  are  protected  against 
discrimination  in  such  areas. 

“There  have  been  a  lot  of  chan.ges  in 
the  cable  market  since  1970,”  said 
Nielson. 

“Cable  companies  have  grown  to 
the  point  where  they  can  serve  almost 
80  percent  of  the  households  across 
the  country. 

“Telephone  comjianies  no  longer 
enjoy  an  advantage  over  the  cable 
companies  when  it  comes  to  access 
into  people’s  homes,”  he  said. 

“I  am  delighted  that  the  FCC  has 
endorsed  my  idea  of  allowing  the  tele¬ 
phone  companies  into  the  cable  TV 
market  because  it  ■will  do  two  things; 
For  one,  it  -will  stimulate  competition 
in  the  marketplace  and  give  viewers 
more  freedom  of  choice;  and  secondly 
it  will  allow  telephone  companies  to 
provide  cable  service  to  rural  areas  of 
the  country  that  currently  don’t  have 
it.” 

Ford  said  the  cable  comiianies  have 
too  much  power.

“Our  feeling  is  that  the 
could  benefit  from  the  competition  . . .

The 
number  one  reason  we  don’t  support 
it  is  that  the  industry  is  maturing  and 
allowing  a  major  utility  to  provide  ca¬ 
ble  progi-amming  could  damage  the 
industry  at  this  point,”  said  Bork. 

Bork  said  he  did  not  think  the  legis¬ 
lation  would  be  successful  mainly  be¬ 
cause  it  was  not  an  appropriate  time 
and  the  national  legislature  is  aware 
of  that. 

The  FCC  said  it  will  be  seeking 
comment  on  proposals  for  lifting  the 
ban,  which  it  may  then  forward  to 
Congress. 

Nielson’s  bill  will  be  further  dis¬ 
cussed  in  congi-essional  hearings  later 
this  year,  but  no  legislative  action  is 
ex]3ected  during  the  remainder  of  this 
session  of  Congress,  said  Ford. 

The  issue  will  be  a  jjriority  during 
the  101st  session  next  January. 


Hungary  stock  exchange 
to  open  in  Budapest  Jan.  1 

Only  members  allowed  to  buy  and  sell  shares

BUDAPEST,  Hungary  — The  communist  government 
will  open  a  limited  stock  exchange  in  Budapest  on  Jan.  1. 

Only  members  will  be  permitted  to  buy  and  sell  the 
shares,  according  to  the  head  of  the  securities  trade  secre¬ 
tariat. 

Ilona  Hardy,  in  an  interview  with  the  government  daily 
Magyar  Hirlap  published  Monday,  said  financial  institu¬ 
tions  that  conduct  weekly  “dealers  days”  that  were  intro¬ 
duced  earlier  this  year  would  discuss  the  establishment  of 
a  self-governing  council  and  an  ethics  committee  at  a 
meeting  Tuesday. 

Establishment  of  a  stock  exchange  even  with  a  severe 
restriction  on  membership  is  a  significant  break  from  the 
anti-capitalist  economics  followed  by  Hungary  and  other 


eastern  European  nations  following  Soviet  domination  at 
the  end  of  World  War  11. 

Hardy  was  quoted  as  saying  the  creation  of  a  closed 
joint-stock  company  could  be  followed  by  the  transfoma- 
tion  of  other  companies  into  joint-stock  firms  with  the 
stock  exchange  establishing  their  value. 

The  planned  stock  exchange  is  to  open  at  the  same  time 
that  a  new  law  on  companies  goes  into  effect. 

Government  officials  have  said  the  law,  now  in  the 
drafting  stage,  will  be  presented  to  Parliament  in  the  fall. 

It  is  to  put  state,  cooperative  and  private  enterprise 
firms  on  an  equal  footing  and  limit  state  monopolies  in 
some  areas. 

Hardy  said  about  half  of  the  securities  issued  in  the  first 
six  months  of  this  year,  valued  at  the  equivalent  of  $74 
million,  have  been  sold  on  secondary  markets.

In  1985  Utah  County  automobiles 
were  putting  out  67  tons  of  carbon 
monoxide  per  day,  Dailey  said.  In  or¬ 
der  to  meet  the  Environmental  Pro¬ 
tection  Agency’s  national  health  stan¬ 
dards,  the  output  would  have  to  be 
brought  down  to  40  tons  per  day,  said 
Joan  Phalman,  Environmental 
Health  Scientist  at  the  BAQ. 

A  test  will  be  conducted  this  fall  to 
discover  whether  automobile  emis¬ 
sion  is  down  to  40  tons  per  day.  Dailey 
said  plans  have  already  been  imple¬ 
mented  to  help  them  meet  the  stan¬ 
dards.  One  of  the  plans  is  to  send  un¬ 
dercover  vehicles  into  independent 
emissions  testing  locations  to  make 
sure  they  are  not  passing  substan¬ 
dard  vehicles.  “We  want  the  emis¬ 
sions  testers  to  think  every  car  is  un¬ 
dercover,”  said  Clegg. 

In  the  past  few  months,  one  in  five 
stations  in  Utah  County  have  lost 
their  emissions  testing  permits,  said 
Clegg. 

“We  target  stations  we  think  are 
having  problems  -  those  with  high  or 
low  rates  of  passing  or  failing  vehi¬ 
cles.”  Clegg  said  the  testing  seems  to 
be  helping. 

The  emissions  testers  are  aware  of 
the  undercover  testing.  Bill  Herbert, 
a  certified  emissions  tester  at  a  local 
tune-up  station  said  an  undercover 
car  came  to  his  station  and  he  did  not 
know  about  it  until  he  received  a  re¬ 
view  saying  he  had  done  very  well. 
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Panel  votes  to  impeach  acquitted  judge 

WASHINGTON  —  The  House  Judiciary  ('ommittee  on  Tuesday  recom¬ 
mended  82-1  that  U.S.  District  Judge  Alcee  L.  Hastings  of  Miami  be  im¬ 
peached  on  17  counts  of  misconduct  despite  his  previous  acquittal  at  a  bribery 
ti'ial. 

Hastings  is  the  first  federal  judge  to  face  impeachment  after  being  cleared  in 
a  criminal  court  on  the  same  charges.  He  also  is  the  first  black  to  be  charged  in 
impeachment  proceedings.  In  Miami,  Hastings  said  that  those  who  voted 
against  him  “acted  in  blind  ignorance.”  He  added  that  T’m  in  a  fighting  mood. 
There’s  no  way  to  remove  a  real  warrior.” 

House  approval  of  the  impeachment  articles  —  akin  to  an  indictment  — 
would  send  the  case  to  the  Senate  for  a  trial  on  whether  he  should  be  removed 
from  his  lifetime  judgeship.  The  House  acts  by  a  simjile  majority,  but  a 
conviction  must  be  carried  by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  senators  jiresent  and 
voting.  Eleven  cases  have  reached  an  impeachment  trial  in  the  Senate,  and 
five  officials  have  been  removed  —  all  federal  judges. 

The  51-year-old  Hastings  is  accused  by  the  committee  of  conspiring  to  solicit 
a  bribe  from  two  defendants  who  appeared  before  him  —  the  charges  that  led 
to  his  acquittal  in  a  1983  trial  ^ —  and  of  lying  about  the  scheme  to  the  jurors. 
The  latter  allegation  was  brought  by  judges  from  the  11th  U.S.  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals,  which  covers  Florida,  and  supported  by  the  Judicial  Conference, 
the  policy-making  body  of  the  federal  judiciary. 

State  uses  stamps  to  tax  drug  dealers 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  The  State  Tax  Commission  is  enthusiastic  about  a 
new  Utah  law  establishing  taxation  of  illegal  drugs,  saying  that  while  sales  of 
drug  tax  stamps  are  understandably  low,  the  statute  has  allowed  the  state  to 
assess  drug  traffickers  millions  of  dollars. 

In  the  first  four  months  the  law  has  been  in  effect,  the  Tax  Commission  has 
used  the  stamp  act  to  issue  $4.2  million  in  tax  assessments  against  drug  dealers 
who  didn’t  have  the  drug  stamps. 

In  many  cases,  the  stamp  act  has  meant  financial  ruin  for  drug  dealers. 

“It’s  getting  to  be  a  popular  tool  for  law  enforcement,”  said  Richard  Strong, 
director  of  the  Division  of  Collections.  “Law  enforcement  officers  get  frus¬ 
trated  with  a  court  system  that  doesn’t  hit  drug  dealers  as  hard  as  it  should, 
and  they  see  this  as  a  tool  to  hit  drug  dealers  harder.” 

The  1988  Legislature  passed. a  law  requiring  drug  dealers  to  purchase 
stamps,  which  cost  $3.15  per  gi'am  for  marijuana,  $200  an  ounce  for  cocaine 
and  $2,000  per  unit  for  hard  drugs  and  pills. 

Iran  offers  hostage  help  for  freed  assets 

NICOSIA,  Cyprus  —  Iran  will  use  its  influence  to  try  to  free  American 
hostages  held  in  Lebanon  if  Washington  releases  Iranian  assets  frozen  in  the 
United  States,  the  speaker  of  Iran’s  parliament  said  Tuesday. 

Hashemi  Rafsanjani,  who  is  also  commander  in  chief  of  the  armed  forces, 
said  that  the  United  States  has  a  “hostile”  attitude  towards  Iran  and  there 
could  be  no  negotiations  between  the  two  countries  while  that  attitude  contin¬ 
ued. 

In  order  to  start  negotiations,  the  United  States  must  take  actions  to  prove 
that  it  is  not  belligerent  toward  Iran,  Rafsanjani  said  in  a  television  interview 
monitored  in  Nicosia. 

Eighteen  foreigners,  including  nine  Americans,  are  missing  and  believed 
held  hostage  in  Lebanon. 

The  longest  held  hostage  is  Terry  A.  Anderson,  chief  Middle  East  corre¬ 
spondent  for  The  Associated  Press.  He  was  abducted  in  Moslem  west  Beirut 
on  March  16,  1985. 

Most  hostages  are  believed  held  by  pro-Iranian  gi’oups. 

Orem  woman  to  be  sentenced  for  abuse 

OREM  —  An  Orem  woman  is  to  be  sentenced  Sept.  2  on  her  no  contest  plea 
to  abusing  and  starving  her  6-year-old  son. 

Loretta  Larsen,  33,  was  arrested  in  April.  A  Provo  physician  who  examined 
the  boy  shortly  after  his  mother’s  arrest  said  the  youngster  was  severely 
malnourished. 

During  a  recent  preliminary  hearing,  Larsen’s  former  boyfriend,  Kim 
Shaw,  testified  that  the  boy,  who  was  born  when  his  mother  was  in  prison, 
went  without  food  for  up  to  three  days  at  a  time,  was  forced  to  eat  dog  food  and 
spent  most  of  his  time  standing  in  the  corner. 

Larsen  gave  birth  to  the  boy  in  1982  while  in  prison  on  a  drug-related 
conviction,  authorities  said. 

The  bbly,M6hfeKvith‘Lars‘en's-other  four  children  -—  three  boys,  ages  12,  9 
andV  years  old.  and  a  3-year-old  girl  —  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  State 
Di^sion ‘of 'F*amily  Services.  Larsen  changed  her  plea  from  innocent  to  no 
contest  during  a  4th  District  Court  hearing  last  Thursday. 

Mayor  orders  police  to  shoot  brawlers 

WADLEY,  Ga.  —  Mayor  B.A.  Johnson  has  ordered  police  to  “shoot  to 
stop”  anyone  caught  fighting  in  the  city’s  park. 

“There  has  been  too  much  fighting  in  the  park  —  young  men  from  Louisville, 
young  men  from  Bartow,  young  men  from  Wadley  —  and  the  only  way  to 
break  it  up  is  for  police  to  shoot  them,”  Johnson  said  Monday. 

“We’re  going  to  fix  it  so  decent  people  can  go  to  the  park,”  he  said.  Johnson’s 
“shoot  to  stop”  order  is  the  latest  in  a  series  of  such  orders  he  has  issued  in  the 
past  three  years. 

In  1986,  Johnson  issued  a  “shoot  to  wound”  order  —  instructing  police 
officers  to  shoot  suspected  burglars  from  the  waist  down  after  a  rash  of 
burglaries  in  the  east  Georgia  town  of  2,700. 

In  1985,  Johnson  ordered  police  to  shoot  stray  dogs  on  sight  to  control  the 
animals,  which  city  officials  said  roamed  the  streets  in  packs,  destroyed 
property,  snapped  at  children  and  howled  at  the  moon.  He  even  offered  a 
bounty  of  $3  for  every  dog  shot.  No  shooting  ever  took  place  and  both  orders 
were  eventually  rescinded.  Also  in  1985  Wadley  ordered  police  to  arrest 
anyone  using  profane  language  in  public.

It’s  not  an  easy  thing  to  comply 
with  all  of  the  regulations.  Plus,  they 
have  brought  out  new  tax  laws  where 
I  have  to  pay  double  taxes  because  1 
am  an  international  student.”

Bertelero  finances  his  education  by 
working  on  campus  and  with  support 
from  his  family  in  Peru.

Black  and  Samuel  Simmons,  who  is 
not  a  football  player,  were  ordered  to 
stay  in  a  halfway  house  treatment 
center  pending  the  resolution  of  the 
case.  U.S.  Magistrate  Ronald  Boyce 
said  the  men  would  be  released  for 
school  and  employment,  and  Black 
would  be  permitted  to  attend  football 
practice. 

Hughes  was  not  confined  to  a 
halfway  house,  but  his  mother,  who 
was  in  the  courtroom,  agreed  to  sign  a 
$5,000  bond  within  10  days  to  ensure 
Hughes  does  not  leave  Salt  Lake

More  women  in  Utah  are  starting 
their  own  businesses  than  ever  before 
and  many  have  become  very  success¬ 
ful  with  them,  according  to  the  public 
information  officer  for  a  group  of 
women  executives. 

According  to  Loy  Rasmuson,  pub¬ 
lic  information  officer  for  Service 
Corps  of  Retired  Executives 
(SCORE),  many  women  are  working- 
now  and  have  realized  they  can  make 
more  money  by  starting  their  own 
businesses, 

Women  are  entering  into  all  types 
of  businesses,  said  Dick  Snow,  a  coun¬ 
selor  for  SCORE.  “I  don’t  know  of 
any  business  that  a  woman  can’t  do  as 
well  as  a  man,  and  some  even  better.” 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  own  a  busi¬ 
ness,  said  Jan  Durrant,  owner  of  a  pet 
grooming  service  in  Provo.  Durrant, 
who  has  had  her  own  business  for 
eight  years,  said  the  best  part  is  to 
know  you  can  succeed  in  it.  “I  had  an 
idea,  and  I  did  it  and  I  was  success¬ 
ful.” 

Owning  her  own  business  has  been 
self-fulfilling  for  Angie  Chambers, 
who  owns  a  financial  planning  busi¬ 
ness  in  Provo.  Owning  a  business  and 
being  able  to  use  your  head  is  what 
makes  it  so  enjoyable,  she  said. 

However,  there  are  some  problems 
women  have  found  when  starting  a 
business. 

“Owning  my  own  business  has 
taken  more  time  than  anticipated,” 
said  Linda  Behrmann,  owner  of  Diet 
Center-s  in  Spanish  Fork  and 
Springville.  On  any  given  day  she  said 
there  are  10  things  that  are  not  get¬ 
ting  done.  Problems  such  as  book¬ 
keeping,  advertising,  getting  quali¬ 
fied  employees  and  meetings  all  add 
to  the  amount  of  time  that  is  needed  to 
run  the  business,  she  said. 

According  to  Behrmann,  if  she 


could  do  it  over  again  she  would  wait 
until  her  children  were  older  because 
the  businesses  take  up  too  much  of 
her  time. 

Adjusting  hours  to  fit  around  her 
family  is  hard,  Durrant  said.  “Owning 
your  own  business  is  very  demand¬ 
ing.” 

Because  Chambers  bought  an  ex¬ 
isting  business,  most  of  the  problems 
she  faced  involved  finding  a  new  loca¬ 
tion  and  knowing  where  to  get  the 
forms  she  needed.  It  involved  mainly 
paperwork,  she  said. 

Before  starting  a  business,  there  is 
a  lot  of  research  that  needs  to  be  done. 
Chambers  said.  She  is  working  now 
on  research  involving  a  convenience 
store  she  plans  to  open  in  Payson. 

Research  needs  to  be  done  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  the  business  is  something  that 
is  marketable  in  the  area,  she  said. 
Because  she  did  the  research,  obtain¬ 
ing  financing  for  the  business  was  not 
hard.  “I  am  prepared  when  going  to 
the  bank.  I  want  them  to  know  I’m 
serious  about  what  I  want.” 

When  starting  a  business  it  is  im¬ 
portant  to  be  patient  and  plan  on  wait¬ 
ing  at  least  two  years  before  expect¬ 
ing  to  make  a  living  off  of  it, 
Behrmann  said. 

According  to  Rasmuson,  women 
who  need  help  with  new  business  ven¬ 
tures  can  obtain  counseling  through 
SCORE.  The  program  consists  of  re¬ 
tired  and  semi-retired  women  volun- 
teei's  who  consult  with  those  who 
need  help. 

The  organization  holds  workshops 
every  month  that  teach  marketing, 
financing  and  i-ecord  keeping  skills. 
Male  and  female  volunteers  to  counsel 
others  who  are  starting  new  business 
ventures  are  needed  for  the  Provo 
area,  Rasmuson  said. 

Anyone  willing  to  help  in  starting  a 
Provo  chapter  would  be  appreciated, 
she  said.

Bedoni  denies  guilt 
for  the  slayings 
of  two  law  officers

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  One  of 
three  Navajo  men  charged  with  the 
December  slayings  of  two  tribal  po¬ 
lice  officers  testified  Tuesday  that  he 
was  at  home  and  particiijating  in  an 
Indian  j-eligious  ceremony  at  the  time 
of  the  killings. 

Vinton  Bedoni,  who  is  on  trial  in 
U.S.  District  Court  on  first-degree 
murder  charges  along  with  Ben 
Atene  Jr.,  24,  and  Thomas  Cly,  said 
prosecution  witnesses  were  lying 
about  his  involvement  in  the  Dec.  4, 
1987,  deaths  of  officers  Andy  Begay 
and  Roy  Lee  Stanley. 

Prosecutors  say  Begay  and  Stanley 
were  killed  while  trying  to  break  up  a 
drinking  party  at  a  desert  bonfire. 
Their  charred  bodies  were  found  the 
next  day,  locked  inside  a  burned-out 
police  van  in  Copper  Canyon,  south¬ 
east  of  Lake  Powell. 

Government  attorneys  have  con¬ 
tended  that  the  defendants  planned  to 
dump  the  vehicles  in  the  lake,  but 
doused  them  with  a  flammable  liquid 
and  set  them  on  fire  when  they  be¬ 
came  stuck  in  the  sand. 

Bedoni  said  he  did  not  attend  the 
bonfire  party,  as  government  attor¬ 
neys  contend,  and  denied  killing  or 
helping  to  kill  Begay  and  Stanley.

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Computers  produce  art 

Graduate  student  'creates'  on  the  screen 


Images  from  a  com])utei',  as  a 
form  of  art,  are  being  exibited  in  the 
dean’s  office  of  the  College  of  Fine 
Arts  and  Communications. 

Neal  Slade,  a  graduate  student  in 
printmaking  from  Kaysville,  Utah, 
interplays  between  two-dimen¬ 
sional  and  three-dimensional  primi¬ 
tive  and  modern  images  to  produce 
the  computer-generated  pictures  on 
display. 

“Sitting  right  down  to  do  it  is  the 
art  to  me,”  said  Slade.  He  works  at 
Instructional  Graphics  on  his 
projects  using  a  Lumena  computer 
system,  which  has  the  ability  to  pro¬ 
duce  slides  or  prints  from  what  is 
created  on  the  computer  screen. 

“The  computer  is  a  new  medium 
for  the  artist,”  said  Peter  Myer, 
BYU  computer  art  instructor.  “It  is 
simply  an  expansion  of  the  tools  the 
artist' can  use  to  express  oneself.” 

Twenty  years  ago,  Myer  began 
art  projects  using  kinetic  light, 
which  uses  light  directly  as  an  art 
medium.  He  said  the  computer  art  is 
just  a  continuation  of  his  first  en¬ 
deavors. 

“Colors  are  made  up  of  light.  In 
the  computer  they’re  in  their  purest 
form,”  said  Lorraine  Mullen,  illus¬ 
trator  and  computer  gi’aphics  coor¬ 
dinator.  “Slides  and  video  output 
are  the  best  for  this  medium.” 

In  Instructional  Graphics,  each 
project  is  a  custom  job  designed  to 
meet  specific  customer  or  project 
needs.  “We’re  anxious  to  find  out 
how  they  (BYU  faculty  and  stu¬ 
dents)  would  like  to  use  this  tool,” 
said  Marlae  Rindisbacher,  manager 
of  Instructional  Graphics.

uses.  The  text,  which  can  be  added  to 
computer-scanned  material  that  is  in 
picture  form,  is  used  quite  effectively 
m  slide  presentations.

Rindisbacher.  “You  can  make  diffi¬ 
cult  concepts  clear  by  visualizing 
them.” 

Instructional  Graphics  has  gen¬ 
erated  a  lot  of  interest  from  people 
on  campus,  said  Rindisbacher. 

Although  the  graphics  depart¬ 
ment  doesn’t  have  all  the  answers 
and  is  not  compatible  with  all  soft¬ 
ware  it  is  looking  for  more  ways  to 
meet  people’s  needs,  she  said. 

Instructional  Graphics  can  do 
work  for  clients,  as  long  as  it  is 
campus  related,  she  said.  “We’re 
working  on  expanding  our  output 
to  video.” 

According  to  Mullen,  computer 
artists  can  now  spend  more  time 
designing  a  picture  or  some  type  of 
project  instead  of  mixing  colors  or 
doing  some  of  the  time-consuming- 
tasks  of  other  artwork. 

“There  are  limitations  because 
there  are  only  so  many  commands 
and  functions,”  said  Slade. 

Mver  said  the  computer  has  ex¬ 
panded  into  a  lot  of  areas  but  that 
there  is  now  the  “tough  job”  of  edu¬ 
cating  people  about  new  systems. 

He  said  there  are  now  actual 
three-dimensional  environments 
existing  within  computers. 

“Using  polarized  glasses  you  can 
see  the  three-dimensional  world,” 
said  Myer.  Computer  prtm’am  de¬ 
signers  are  “creating  wh(?Ie  worlds 
people  can  experience.”  1

'Generation' 
returns  home

After  a  month-long  tour  of  East  and 
West  Germany,  the  Lamanite  Gener¬ 
ation  has  returned  home  with  invita¬ 
tions  to  return. 

“The  question  that  almost  all  ijeo- 
ple  have  asked  me  is,  ‘When  can  they 
come  back?’  ”  said  East  German  State 
Secretary  for  Religious  Matters 
Klaus  Gy  si. 

“You  conquered  the  hearts  of  the 
people  of  Berlin,”  he  said.  “As  for  the 
State,  you  became  our  friends.  With 
your  warm  culture  and  smiles,  you 
brought  friendship  and  now  we  shall 
depart  as  friends,”  he  said. 

“This  was  the  first  BYU  perform¬ 
ing  group  to  enter  the  German  Demo¬ 
cratic  Republic  (East  Germany),” 
said  Veloy  Morgan,  who  works  at 
BYU  Performance  Scheduling  and 
toured  with  the  gi’oup.  “It  took  seven 
to  eight  months  to  make  the  10-day 
visit  possible.” 

Kunstler — Aguntur,  the  agency 
through  which  BYU  worked  to  gain 
admittance  into  the  country,  has  in¬ 
vited  the  Lamanite  Generation  to  re¬ 
turn  and  has  said  the  doors  are  always 
open  for  them  to  return  and  perform. 

A  reception  for  the  Lamanite  Gen¬ 
eration  after  the  first  of  two  perfor¬ 
mances  in  The  Volksbuehne  Theater 
in  Berlin,  was  attended  by  Gysi  and 
the  Minister  of  Culture  Dr.  Hans- 
Joachim  Hoffmann. 

According  to  Morgan,  during  both 
performances,  approximately  500 
people  had  to  be  turned  away  from 
the  theater  which  seats  1,400  people. 

During  the  tour,  the  group  also  ap¬ 
peared  at  five  firesides,  three  televi- 
son  interviews,  two  radio  interviews 
and  nine  interviews  with  journalists 
from  various  national,  regional  and 
local  nevvspapers. 

The  group  was  also  filmed  by  the 
East  German  national  television  net¬ 
work.  The  two  performances  in  East 
Berlin  were  filmed  and  were  broad¬ 
cast  a  week  later  to  a  potential  view¬ 
ing  audience  of  more  than  10  million 
people. 

Spencer  Condie,  cultural  adviser  to 
the  group,  said,  “Especially  in  the 
German  Democratic  Republic  (East 
Germany),  the  audience  continually 
posed  the  question,  ‘How  are  these 
young  people  able  to  radiate  such  a 
great  spirit?’  ” 

Ingrid  Shurtleff,  a  performer  with 
the  Lamanite  Generation  and  a  senior 
from  Holbrook,  Ariz.,  majoring  in 
travel  and  tourism,  said,  “One  reason 
why  we  seem  to  radiate  is  that  we 
enjoy  what  we  are  doing  and  have 
pride  in  the  heritage  we  represent. 

“In  the  new  show,  called  ‘Living 
Legends’,  we  try  to  express  that  we 
are  proud  of  our  heritage,  remember 
our  heritage  and  don’t  want  to  let  it 
die  out,  ”  said  Shurtleff. 

“‘Living  Legends'  shows  the  tie 
between  the  native  North  American 
tribes,  Latin  American  and  Polyne¬ 
sian  people,”  she  said.
